350). As noted in your letter, title to the windshield 
was vested in the United States as a result of the publi- 
cation of the Acting Attorney General’s designation pur- 
suant to Public Law 89-318 (Federal Register of November 1, 
1966) * 

Under the provisions of Section 4 of Public Law 
89-318, all items acquired pursuant to that Act M * * * 
shall be placed under the jurisdiction of the Adminis- 
trator of General Services for preservation * * The 

National Archives has been designated a3 the depository 
for such items by the Administrator. 

Accordingly, I suggest that the windshield be trans- 
ferred to the National Archives as promptly as possible.
